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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant 
recites a model train track comprised of a mechanical ground and having a first rail 
spaced apart from a second rail by a distance and a segment of track removed to create 
a space between a first track end and a second track end. A cleaning element is sized 
to removably fit within the space between the two track segments and comprising a first 
rail interface spaced from a second rail interface element. The rail interface elements 
comprise a cleaning surface for contacting the running surface of a rail car wheel to 
remove debris from the wheel. The device is further comprised of a connecting means 
for electrical coupling the first rail with the first rail interface element when the cleaning 
segment occupies the space created by the removed track segment. 

The prior art, taken singulariy or in combination, does not adequately disclose the 
features recited in the instant claims. Specifically the prior art of Bintzler et a! discloses 
a wheel cleaning device for rail car wheels. However, the device of Bintzler et al is 
arranged adjacent to the rail and is not situated between the ends of adjacent tracks 
when a segment is removed from the track. Hefter (US 6,758,145) and Amemiya (US 
6,536,355) both disclose cleaning device for model train layouts. However, these 
devices are mounted on a rail car and are used to clean the rails of the track. They are 
the direct opposite of the instant invention by being car mounted and cleaning the rails, 
instead of being mounted on the rails and cleaning the wheels of a car.
